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JAP BALLOON BOMB FOUND 
HIGH ON B.C. MOUNTAIN 


Memories of a wartime terror re- 
turned to British Columbia during 
the week end with the finding of a 
Japanese balloon bomb hanging by 
its fabric in the tree tops of a moun- 
tain 135 miles northeast of Van- 
couver, 

The white, shroud-like object, at 
first believed to be a parachute, was 
found) Saturday by an RGAE, 
ground-rescue crew after a 36-hour 
trek from Lytton, B.C., to the rug- 
ged 6,000 foot mountain, 


The balloon bomb was plainly 


Visible on the rugged wall of a tiny 


valley us an R.CLA.F. Dakota cir. | 
cled above it. Below the white shape 
hung the straps and shrouds of the! 
rigging, tangled in the branches of 
au tree, 

The ground party reported — the 
“parachute” first sighted last Tues- 
day by a civilian pilot, was made 
of paper of the type used for Jan- 
anese balloon bombs during the Sec- 
ond World War. 

A sample of the paper was taken 
to Vancouver for analysis and veri- 
fication, Army demolition experts 
Will decide how to dispose of the 
bomb, 

The Japanese launched the bomb- 
carrying balloons by the hundreds 
during the war, relving on the 
winds to carry them to North Amer- 
ict.

This warning was issued recently 
by J. HW. Brown of Edmonton, public 
health entomologist for the provin- 
cial government, whose job it is to 
} keep an eve on the rat situation, 
| Said Mr. Brown: “So far as we 
lean determine the only reason why 
rats are not established here is—to 
, reduce it to its simplest terms—be- 
cause the main body has not yet 
| reached here. If this appears to be 
| too simple an explanation we should 
remember that: 


1—Rats first became established 
on the prairies of Manitoba around 
1900, 
eee 


2- They appeared on the  Mani- 
toba-Saskatchewan boundary around 
1900, 

3—-The cities of Regina and Moose 
Jaw became infested around 1929, 
These infestations were co-ineiden- 
ital with the appearance of rats in 
jthe towns and rural areas to the 
north, cast and south of these cities. 
po The cities of Saskatoon and 
1 Priree Albert became infested about 
135 but only after the area to the 
cast and south had become infested. 

+—-Around 1938 the rats reached 
the South Saskatchewan River at 
Elbow, Outlook and Riverhurst. As 
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Frank Millan, 32 vears old, an 
Krie Raitway employee, was ad- 
mitted to a hospital with possibly 
fatal burns on July 15 and discharg- 
ed six weeks later, well on the 
way to complete recovery, 
having been treated with aluminum 
foil—the first such treatment in the 
United States. About fifty Canadian 
successes With aluminum foil have 
been reported. The foil is used to 
cover burned areas without medica- 
tion, Over the foil a daver of Muffed- 
up gauze is placed to absorb secre. 
tions. Bandages cover the gauze. The 
foil is soft, pliable and as thin as 
cellophane, and so porous that it
